GOVERNOR NEfFTttLSWHY 
H E VETOED THE A. & M. SIU 


(Governor Neff Scores Legislature For Extrava­ 
gance—Opposes Division of the State Unneces­ 
sary State Institutions This Time — Favors 
More Efficiency. 


(Frank Baldwin in Waco News-Tribune) 
San Antonio, Texas, April 23.—Standing, as he said, almost 
in the shadow of the Alamo and “gathering courage from heroes 
dead and heroes living,” Governor Pat M. Neff declared: “I want 
here and now to warn West Texas, North Texas, East Texas, 
South Texas, Central Texas and all Texas, that while we have no 
market for our cotton, no market for our stock, no market for our 
farm products, no market for our truck production; that while 
the business world is standing still and the people everywhere are 
discouraged and distressed—I am going to see to it as far as pos­ 
sible, that while I am governor the state government is run upon 
the same economical basis that necessity prompts those to live 
whose tax money supports the government.” 
GOVERNOR NEFF SCORES THE LEGISLATURE 
The governor spoke before a joint meeting of the Kiwanis 
and Rotary clubs of San Antonio, with whom he was guest of the 
day, and chose for his subject, “Three Months in the Governor’s 
Office.” His address sought to brand coteries of the state’s em­ 
ployes with wastage of state money, and carried a rap for the 
legislature when he declared: 
“I have discovered that there is 
and has been entirely too much harmony around the state capitol 
in regard to the expenditure of money. Those who appropriate 
the people’s money should not be at alltimes on such harmonious 
terms with those who spend the people’s money.” Under a list 
of “discoveries” which the governor asserted he had made since 
becoming Texas’ chief executive, he pointed out that: 


Pay Roll Too Bif 
Then1 are too man yofifcials on the 
pay roll and they are not all earning 
their salary. Texas has too much gov­ 
ernmental machinery and there is too 
much duplication and over-lapping in 
the work of the state. 
Employes of the state are not un­ 
der the superintendency of the gov­ 
ernor and he has no authority to dis­ 
pense with the services 
of 
any of 
them, however useless they may be, 
nor can he discharge one, however, 
worthless he may become. 
While the governor bears the re­ 
sponsibility of seeing that the gov­ 
ernment is run economically and effi­ 
ciently, he possess no authority that 
will enable him 
to accomplish this 
purpose. The state is extravagant in 
the expenditure of its money, and no 
private concern could survive if it 
transacted its business after the ex­ 
travagant method practiced by the 
state. 
Lacks the Authority 
Governor Neff also took occasion to 
assert that “in the presence of the 
greatest crime wave in history, he had 
found that “while the governor is 
charged by the constitution with the 
enforcement of the law, he stands 
with but little and practically no au 
thority.” 
“I have discovered that critics talk 
about 
legislative 
matters 
without 
knowing what they are talking about. 
For instance, they said I was not sin­ 
cere in vetoing bills on the ground of 
economy because I approve a bill ap­ 
propriating $30,000 with which to 
build a monument to our 
soldiers. 
They never investigated to see that 
the bill was so worded that the ex­ 
penditure of this money was under 
the direction of the governor in such 
a way that it could not be spent, un­ 
til in the opinion of the governor it 
could be spared for this purpose. I am 
for a fitting monument for our he­ 
roes, but while I am governor, not a 
dollar will go out of the treasury for 
this purpose until our people are in 
better financial circumstance* than 
they are today. 
No Path of Roses 
“I have discovered that the gover­ 
nor's office is not the primrose path 
of pleasure. Every time

A. Hays, at Washington, D. C., to the effect that the post­ 
master and his clerks must go armed while on duty. He was also 
informed that the weapons to be carried on their persons was a 
.45 caliber Colts pistol. 
He was informed that the pistols were 
enroute with scabbord and holster, in which the pistol must be 
carried. The instrument further stated that the men or man who 
carries the mail to and from the depots must go armed while on 
duty. 
Postmaster Lawrence stated to the Eagle today that the 
arms had not yet been received from Washington at the Bryan 
post office. 
ORDER RECEIVED ALSO AT DALLAS 
(Special to the Eagle) 
Dallas, Texas, April 23.—Awaiting the arrival of a shipmen!* — 
of pistols, sawed off shot guns and ammunition from Washington, 
Dallas postal employes are wearing their own pistolg and borrow­ 
ed weapons. For the first time since the old frontier days postal 
clerks are armed and ready for highwaymen, who may attempt 
the robbery of a post office. 
Men who are familiar with handling firearms have been de­ 
tailed to teach those who are not and the city pistol range in the 
basement of the city hall will be used for training. 
Dallas pos­ 
tal officials have been advised of a shipment of a car load of 
guns and ammunition for distribution among the post offices in 
Texas. While nothing official has been heard, it is believed Dal­ 
las will be made the distributing point for North Texas. The offer 
of a $5,000 reward for the capture of post office robbers and the 
authority to arm postal clerks while on duty were issued from 
Washington following robberies of post offices throughout the 
country. The “crime wave” now sweeping over the country and 
the recent post office robberies in all sections including Dallas 
and vicinity are being probed by the government.

Too Easy To Secure Appropriations and Spend 
Money—Special Session Will Be Urged to Gut 
Down Official Places and Expenses in Texas

(Special to the Eagle) 
Austin, Texas, April 27.—Judging from the ground swell 
and unofficial reports there is going to be lively times ahead in 
Texas when the special session of the legislature is convened by 
Governor Neff. “There is too much harmony around the capitol 
tor the good of the public service,” said Governor Neff today in 
discussing the prospects for a spirited special session of the leg- 
lature. “lf I signed all the bills that came to me, approved the 
creation of new offices and stood for the salary increases pro­ 
posed so often, I suppose I would have complete harmony and 
everything would be lovely,” he continued. “I am for strife and 
discord in the capitol to the extent that the public service is to be 
benefited. The people are served best when there is not that 
lull in capitol circles. When we have public interest and a zealous 
desire to help the people there is bound to be more or less con­ 
tentions and I am for that very thing.” Governor Neff said he 
hoped to fix a definite date lor calling the special session by the 
end of this week. He plainly indicated that he thinks it is go­ 
ing to be a lively session. In fact with his law enforcement pro­ 
gram on and a majority of the Senate against it and the depart­ 
ments and institutions calling for $40,000,000 for two years when 
there is only $25,000,000 in sight will cause puch speculation on 
the part of those who must meet these issues during the special 
session which will no doubt be in June. TherS is a movement on 
foot to cut all estimated appropriations from 25 to 40 per cent 
to save raising the tax rate and making a deficiency in the State 
Treasury.

The Brazos county jail today houses a complete whiskey 
distilling plant together with the four persons alleged to have 
installed and manipulated the machinery that manufactured the 
“White Lightning.” This morning about the time the gray dawn 
broke over the land Sheriff L. E. Morehead, Chief W. S. Martin 
and Officer T. II. Franklin captured a full-fledged whiskey still at 
Bev Thornton's on Carter Creek three miles of Bryan. The of­ 
ficers rook into custody Bev Tohmton, 
Charley Anderson, 
Sauntle Moseley and Willie Watson. They are all colored and 
Anderson came to Bryan from Beaumont. They together with 
the “still” were placed In the county jail by Sheriff Morehead. 
Officers Martin and Franklin, and the examining trial will prob­ 
ably be held before Justice J. W. Hamilton Thursday. 
The paraphernalia consists of two twenty-gallon tanks, num­ 
erous small receptacles, bottles, pipes and troughs. 
But the 
main portion of the physical show in the county jail Is four gallon 
jugs of real corn whiskey. One of the jugs contains “colored” 
whiskey as it shows the real color so often disregarded by the 
makers of illicit liquor. The officers have for some days been 
tracing the “still” from information that has been sifting and 
filtering around in a mysterious way. One of the “proprietors” 
told the Eagle representative as he complacently sat and smoked 
his pipe in the county jail that he “understood that it took about 
cen days to complete the making of the whiskey.” Every ten days 
forty gallons could be put on the market from $25 to $40 per 
gallon according to the thirst of the purchaser. 
When seen this morning Sheriff Morehead and Chief Martin 
arere a little bedraggled as they had been on a scout nearly all 
night and had traveled on foot in the wet swamps. Officer Frank­ 
lin was asleep as he had been on duty all night. Three cheers 
and a tiger for our officers! Their work is to be commended.
